to encounter give place to hope, Thus far, at least, no dis- 
aster has befallen it; and, according to last advices, the 
character of the: country intervening between it and 
Magdala was not supposed to present any insurmountable 
obstacle, Waagihum Gobazee, the chief of Lasta, through 
whose country the expedition was abont to pass, seemed as 
anxious to maintain towards it a friendly attitude as Kassai, 
the chief of Tigre, had already done; and it is not beyond 
the bounds of probability that by this time Theodore has 
tested the prowess of the invading force and learned the 
limits of his own barbaric power. But our object is rather‘to 
note what has been, than to anticipate what may have been, 
done, and we are happy in being able to speak of it favourably, 

The selection of Sir Robert Napier as the Commander-in- 
Chief of the expedition appears to have been, in all respects, 
an excellent one, Considering the extreme scantiness of the 
authentic information available for his guidance, both as to 
the pbysical and the political conditions to be provided 
against, the wisdom of his precautions aud ths practical 
sagacity which has guided his operations hitherto, are every 
wetk becoming more evident to the public mind. It was 
thought at first that his plan had been conceived on too 
Jarge a scale; and it is still an open question whether it 
might not have been better to have employed the requisite 
force direct from England than from Bombay, whereby an im- 
mense swarm of camp-followers would have been avoided. The 
mistake, if it was one, has been so far nectified as to bring the 
task of the commissariat within practicable limits, But it is 
now tolerably clear that the fighting force was not fixed at a 
higher amount than the case demanded, A line of from three 
to four hundred miles through difficult defiles has to be kept 
open, dépéts to be established and guarded, and supplies to be 
safely convoyed, For although it can hardly be said that we 
are in an enemy's country, it has to be borne in mind that we 
are traversing territories the populations of which cannot be 
securely relied upon, and who, in case of mischance or owing 
to the caprice of their chiefs, might, in the absence of a strong 
chain of garrisoned posts, have easily cut off the communica- 
tion between the front and the base of the operating army, 
As it is, the number of men who will appear before Magdala 
will probably be under 5000; and, if report speak truly, will 
have to measure strength with Theodore’s army of 10,000 
men, and, possibly, carry by storm the fortress behind him, 

The disorganisation and confusion of the transport service 
at the outset of the campaign were thought to betoken a 
repetition of our earlier Crimean experience. Upon whom the 
responsibility rests we have not yet sufficient information to 
decide. That it will entail a heavy expense on British tax- 
payers is certain; but, happily, there is no reason for 
supposing that, beyond that, it inflicted any irremediable 
evil on the force—unless, indeed, the delay which it 
occasioned should prevent the completion of the enter- 
prise before the summer rains set in, To all appear- 
ance, the blunder has been repaired, deficiencies have 
been supplied, and order evolved out of chaos, Perhaps, too, 
after al], the m'smanagement of which we have a good right 
to complain hastened Sir Robert Napier'’s decision to “ strip” 
his troops of the larger portion of their customary attendants, 
and justified it in the eyes of his officers. If so, it will cease 
te be looked upon as an unmitigated misfortune, for the time 
and the expense which it cost at the beginn’ng may be 
balanced by the saving of both in the end, Up to the last 
dates from the camp, this has been the only serious break- 
down in the arrangements ; and, if inexcusable, has been 
but temporary, and has been followed by unlooked-for com- 
penratory results, 

It is satisfactory to be assured that Sir Robert Napier reso- 

lntely restricts himself to the single object of his mission—the 
rescue of the prisoners. Chiefs and people alike are made to 
understand that this is all we seek, and that when this 
shall have been effected our political relations with Abyssinia 
will be closed, Accordingly, the Commander-in-Chief has 
steadily refused to entangle himself with alliances, or to 
burden the United Kingdom with fresh moral responsibilities, 
He has received no assistance, and contracted no engagements 
which will involve a single prospective obligation to the 
patives on the part of England, Permission to pass through 
the territories lying between the coast and Magdala without 
exposure to hostilities by the way, and such facilities for the 
purchase of supplies from their subjects as the good-will of 
the Princes can render him, have constituted the whole extent 
ef bis demands upon Abyssinian authorities, and those 
demands he has preferred in a form of respectfal deference 
which Eastern rulers could best appreciate, Their mutual 
jealousies and quarrels, their several objects of ambition, and 
their desire to turn his expedition against Theodore to profit- 
able account for themselves, he has wisely declined to 
recognise as falling within the range of legitimate means to 
his end, nor has he encouraged or even suffered any one of 
them to compromize his position by indulging illusory hopes. 
Thus far, moreover, we have reason to believe that the army 
which he is leading through the interior of the country has 
inflicted upon its inhabitants neither devastation, disorganisa- 
tion, nor demoralisation, and it is hoped that when it quits 
the soil it will be held in remembrance chiefly for the roads 
it has constructed and for the dollars it has expended, As 
we shall have to meet a heavy bill for the expedition, it is 
some consolation to know that our money is not being wasted 
in doing wanton mischief to people who have not harmed us. 

In ancther respect the apprehensions of the British public 
Lave been set at rest, The climate of Abyssinia has not pre- 
judicially affected the health of the troops, The mid-day heat 
is not insufferable on the high lands, and the nights are cold, 
The air is clear, and, during the dry season at least, free from 
pestilential exhalations, For the most part, also, water 


is to be obtained, forage for the animals, and meat 
for the men, Grain and fuel appear to be the prin- 
cipal necessaries of life impossible to be procured in 
any large quantities except from the fleet in Annesley 
Bay, and the roads, allowing for ugly bits here and 
there, are not by any means impracticable, As to the 
ravenous beasts, they have not as yet put in a very formidable 
appearance, In truth, the worst of the predicted difficulties 
sink into comparative insignificance, or disappear before the 
advancing army, Even the rainy season is beginning to lose 
some of its prospective terrors, as the scientific observation of 
facts supersedes the free exercise of imagination, in their 
absence, No doubt the enterprise entails great risks, but not 
greater, it now seems, than courage, skill, energy, and patience 
can obviate or successfully confront, 

Theodore, it is said, will certainly fight. He is sending 
such ordnance as he has into the fortress, and has provisioned 
it for six months. He will intrench his army—-so, at least, it 
is given out—on the plateau ab>ut six miles north of Magdala, 
and will there try the fortune of arms with the British forces, 
We will not speculate upon the result, nor holloa before we 
are out of the wood, It suffices that, up to the present, the 
advices which reach us are of a satisfactory tenour, and that 
we really seem to be on the eve of accomplishing our end. 
We trust that within.the space of a few weeks the country 
may learn that its fears have not been realised, that its wishes 
have, and that the duty which disagreeable events imposed 
upon it has, by the aid of a gallant army, been successfully 
discharged, ° 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 
FRANCE, 
(Prom our own Correspondent.) 
Panis, Thursday, March 26, 

THE agitation against the recrnitments for the Garde Mobile does 
not appear to have subsided in the southern departments of France. 
At Bordeaux similar manifestations to those reported from Toulouse 
last week have taken place. The red flag has been carried in proces- 
sion through the town, the forbidden “ Marseillaise”’ has been sung, 
and those ominous words “ Vive la République!” have been shouted 
around the base of the Emperor's statue, the inscription on which 
proclaims “The empire is peace!” A commissary of police who 
interfered has been extremely roughly handled, and a brief hand-to- 
hand fight between the populace aud the representatives of law and 
order has taken place. The mob, speedily worsted, fied, pursued by 
the police and gens-d’armes with drawn swords and fixed bayonets, and 
several of them, it is reported, received severe wounds. Eventually, the 
military were called out, and the cavalry, after a few well-directed 
manceuvres, succeeded in clearing the streets, Thirty of the ring- 
leaders were arrested, and a portion of them have been already tried 
and sentenced to various terms of imprisonment, ranging from four 
days to three months. 

t is reported from Rennes that hostile placards have been posted 
up in that town, and several arrests made. At Lyons the veterinary 
college has been broken up, owing to various acts of insubordination 
op the part of the students, which originated with their refusing to 
take part in the daily prayers for the Emperor and his dynasty. 
Although no great importance ought to be attached to these various 
manifestations, still they show the direction of public feeling, and 
prove that the new Army Bill was a mistake, and that while pro- 
visions are dear and trade bad such ebuillitions of mlar feeling 
cannot be kept entirely under by the severest system of repression. 

The bill for calling out the additional contingent of 100,000 men 
has passed the Senate without opposition, after an energetic sp2esh

or, the Policy of the Great Book,” which interesting volume, it 
seems, sets out all the unpaid debts and loans contracted by the 
State from the days of the first Republic to the present time. 
From M. Mercier’s analysis it appears that, in fifty-five yeara, at the 
period when the last Republic was overthrown, these amounted to 
two hundred and thirty odd millions of francs ; and that in the sub- 
— sixteen years they have swollen no less than 50 per cent, 
and now amount to upwards of three hundred and forty millions, 
Social order has, therefore, been purchased at a somewhat high 
figure over here. 

The Emperor has lately been reviewing bodies of troops on the 
eve of departing for country quarters almost daily, in the court of the 
Tuileries ; and, as a matter of course, a liberal distribution of military 
medals and crosses of the Legion of Honour has been made on these 
occasions, The Emperor is still busy with his pet idea of portable 
ordnance for infantry, and some recent experiments have bean made 
in his presence with the mitrailleuse, a small 2-pounder, intended to 
throw grapeshot at short range. It is ramoured, however, that the 
results did not by any means come up to the Emperar's expectations. 

SPAIN. 

At the sitting of the Con on Monday, Senor Moyano brought 
in an amendment to the Budget Bill demanding that reductions 
should be made in the expenditure in order to cover the deficit.

Immense 
crowds are said to have congregated in the streets, and to have made 
enthusiastic demonstrations in front of the residences of some of the 
Ministers, and also in front of the monument of Francis Joseph II, 
There was no disorder, “ 

Cardinal Rauscher and his friends have taken a remarkable step. 
They have declared that, in consequences of the vote of Saturday on 
the Civil Marriage Bill, they can no longer take any part in the 
debates. The House does not seem to have been much moved by 
this protest, for it proceeded at once to pass the bill through its 
remaining stages, only seventeen members being found to vote 
against the measure. 

The Minister of Finance has submitted to the Lower Hou:e of the 
Reichsrath a scheme for remedying the chronic deficit of the [mpecial 
exchequer. He pane to sell Crown lands of the value of 
£2,500,000 ; to raise the tax on lottery prizes ; to impose a property 
tax; to effect a conversion of the national debt; and to impose an 
income tax of 12 per cent on the dividends. 

The sittings of the Hungarian and Reichsrath delegation was 
closed on Tuesday, the Chancellor of the Empire stating that he was 
commissioned by the Emperor to express his Majesty's satisfaction 
at, and grateful recognition of. their labours, The session was 
closed with three cheers for the Emperor. 

The new army bill civides the military strength of Austria into 
the line, the landwehr, and the landsturm (levé2 en mase). The 
regiments of the line are to be under the contrul of the Minister of 
War of the Empire, and the landwebr uader the con:rol of the 
Avs.rian and Hungarian Ministers of War. 

GERMANY. 

The-baptism of the youngest son of the Crown Prince of Prassia 
took place on Sunday afternoon. He has received the names 
Joachim Frederick Ernest Waldemar. The godfathers aad god- 
mothers present were the King, Queen, and Dowager Queen of 
Prvasia, Princes George and Adalbert, the Cesarewitch, the Crown 
Prince and Crown Princess of Saxony, Princ: Augastas of 
Wirtemberg, Prince Henry of Hesse, and the Grand Dukes of Saxe- 
Weimar and Oldenburg. 

The North German Parliament wa: opened, on Monday, by the 
King of Prossia in person. In his speech, his Majesty expressed his 
saticfaction at the manner in which the representatives of the Con- 
federaticn had been received at foreign Courts, and said he was con- 
virced that the blessings of peace would rest upon the labours of the 
Parliament.

LAW AND POLICE, 


Vice-Chancellor Malins delivered an important judgment last 
Saturday, in a case arising out of the stoppage of Overend, Gurney, 
and Co. The question was, whether the estate of the bankrupts was 
liable to pay to Mr. Swan, of Kirkaldy, the sum of £26,545 on certain 
bills of which he became the holder for value immediately after the 
stoppage. His Honour decided that the bills in question were net 
accommodation bills, and that the estate was liable for the amount, 
the costs of all parties to be paid also out of the estate. 


In Vice-Chancellor Stuart’s court, on Thursday week, Mr, 
Dickenson, Q.C., moved, on behalf of the Earl of J ersey, to restrain 
Mr. Dicker and Mr, Yates from eeding with actions at law to 
recover £10,600 on certain bills of exchange given by him under the 
following circumstances:—In the year 1863 Lord Jersey, who 
was about eighteen years of age and 2 ward of the Court of 
Chancery, left Etop, and in May, 1864, entered the University 
of Oxford as an undergraduate at Balliol College, with an 
allowance of £500 a year. He was then entitled, as tenant 
in tail, to the Jersey estates in Oxfordshire and Kent, and as 
tenant in tail expectant on the death of his yey Sarah 
Sophia Child, Countess Dowager of Jersey, to other estates of great 
value, called the Child estates, as well as to a large estate in Wales, 
called the Briton F estate, to which he succeeded as heir-at-law 
to his father, the late Earl. In 1863 Lord Jersey read in a newspaper 
an advertisement inwhich Mr. Dicker —— to advance money, 
“at a few hours’ notice, on the most advantageous terms, to noble- 
men, officers in the Army, heirs to entailed estates, and rentlemen of 

my on their personal security ; also on security of reversious to 
oe ed estates, at a) a cent, payment of which might be deferred 
until possession.” He accordingly applied to Mr. Dicker for the 
advance of £50, for which he gave him his acceptance, pee one 
month after date, for a sum which, according to Lord Jersey's evi- 
dence, was £75, and according to Mr, Dicker's was £65. Subse- 

mently, other advances were made on acceptances which, by 

e time Lord Jersey came of age, on March 20, 1866, amounted to 
about £10,000, This sum he borrowed of the London and Scottish 
Law Life Association, and handed £9900 to Mr, Dicker to take up 
the bills given during his minority, Other transactions afterwards 
took place, and further advances were made on bills and on the 
security of the estates; the bills given after Lord Jersey 
attained his majority being of the ni al amount of £10,000, 
Claims having been made by Mr. Frederick Yates, the 
other defendant, who was alleged to have been Mr, Dicker’s —— 
in moet of the transactions, but with whom Lord Jersey d 
baving ever had any communication, on bills and securities for 
£85,500; and an action having been brought by Mr, Dicker on the 
bills for £10,600, Lord Jersey instituted this suit for an injunction 
and account, offering to pay all moneys actually advan by the 
defendants, with s interest as the Court should think fit, Lord 
Jersey expressly declined to avail himself of the plea of infancy, 
and in his evidence stated that the total amount he received from 
the date of the first transaction did not exceed £18,000. The Vice- 
Chancellor granted an injunction to restrain all proceedings both by 
Mr. Dicker and Mr, Yates until the hearing of the cause, on Lord 
Jersey paying into court £8100, as the difference between the sum of 
£9900, which he had paid Mr. Dicker, and the sum of £18,000, which 
he admitted having received from him. 


For some time there has been a contention between the Corporation

FINE ARTS, 

THE forthcoming National Portrait Exhibition at South Kensington, 
the third and last of the series, promises to be worthy of its predeces- 
sors ; and, if of inferior artistic value, will probably prove of ter 
popular interest. The arrangement of the collec is al 'y well 
advanced, and efforts are being made to open the exhibition on 
Easter Monday. The exhibition will consist of portraits of dis- 
tinguished persons who have lived during the present century, and 
also of eminent persons who flourished prior to that time—the latter 
to form a supplement to the whole series, Altogether there will be 
about 900 portraits, 

Mr. J. Absolon, the skilful and popular member of the Institute 
of Painters in Water Colours, has done his best to realise 
the notion of Maggie, in “Little Dorrit,” to the effect 
that a hospital is a place of ideal felicity.

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“Iv,” wrote Mr, Macaulay, “if there were in any part of the 
world a national Church regarded as heretical by four fifths 
of the nation committed to its care, a Church established and 
maintained by the sword, a Church producing twice as many 
riots as conversions, a Church which, though possessing great 
wealth and power, and though long backed by persecuting 
laws, had in the course of many generations been found un- 
able to propagate its doctrines, and barely able to maintain 
its ground, such a Church could not, we own, be defended. 
We should say that a State which allied itself with auch a 
Church postpuyned the primary end of government to the 
second,” These lines, in which is neatly summed up, with 
the vigour of an act of accusation, all that will be discursively 
set out in the impending debate on the Irish Church, were 
written in reply to a remarkable book, in which the proposition 
that it is one of the principal ends of government to propagate 
religious truth was eloquently and elaborately supported by “a 
young man of unblemished character, and of distinguished 
Parliamentary talents, the rising hope of those stern and un- 
bending Tories who follow reluctantly and mutinously a 
leader whose experience and eloquence are indispensable to 
them, but whose cautious temper and moderate opinions they 
abhor.” The rising hope was the distinguished statesman 
who on Monday night will ask the House to resolve that the 
Established Church in Ireland shall cease to exist. We 
have cited the words of Macaulay for a triple reason ; first, 
for the sake of their own merit as a summary of the case 
against the Irish Church ; secondly, in justice to some who 
now receive sarcasm and obloquy for having yielded to 
the lessons of a quarter of a century, as Mr, Gladstone 
himself has wisely done; and, thirdly, because Macaulay's 
pregnant sentences may assist sundry well-meaning 
persors to do themselves more justice, in reading 
recantations, than they may perhaps do if left to their owa 
unaided endeavours, We shall be sorry to hear honourable 
members who mean to support Mr, Gladstone trying to steady 
themselves upon slippery stepping-stones of a revolving nature, 
and talking about times being changed or making uneasy 
references to Fenianism, We prefer to address them in the 
spirit of Mr, Dickens's amiable detective, and, having read to 
them the Macauleian hypothesis, to say to them, “ You mean 
what's right ; that’s what you mean, isn't it?’ We cannot 
disguise from ourselves the conviction that there will be some 
exceedingly awkward utterances in the course of this coming 
debate ; and, in fact, considering what has been said in other 
days by all the leading men who will join in it, we do not sce 
how, by any class except the ultra-Liberals, is the ground

Indeed, we are not sure that the best way would not be te 
commence the debate with a sort of indemnity act for all 
words spoken and votes given in days gone by, or with a tacit 
understanding that it is to be considered bad taste to refer to 
any previous declarations on the subject ; for if the battle is 
to be fought out on recrimination principles, we foresee a 
conflict which will leave its scars for many a long day. Who, 
as we have said, except the consistent ultra-Badicals, who 
have always declared for the destruction of all State Charches 
(and who now quietly put the Churches of Scotland and 
England out of the way, not because they are defensible, but 
because they might embarrass the present dispute), can speak 
out freely—beat the ground with a free foot? Not the Oon- 
servatives, who were led until the fifth of this month by the 
statesman who not only recognised the right of the State te 
do what it liked with a Church out of repair, but gave 
a lively colour to his avowal of that faith by taking 
away half a score of Irish mitres, Not the Whigs, who, 
represented by Earl Russell and Sir George Grey, have de- 
nounced attacks on the Irish Church as revolutionary, yet whe 
are now expected to rally round Mr. Gladstone, who takes the 
torch from the hand of the Earl, Not the Roman Catholics, 
who, if their Bishops’ selemn deolarations oan bind them te 
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anything, have sworn over and over again that, if there be 
one thing they will not injure, it is the Church Establishment 
in Ireland, No; the only persons who will be able to say 
(with Hamlet), when the address is moved, “ Your Majesty, 
we that have free souls” are gentlemen, like Mr, Hadfield, 
and Mr, Peter Taylor, and Mr, White, who have never had any 
occasion, by virtue of responsibilities or expectations of office, 
to depart from the formulated cry of “ nuisance,” and who 
will be able to indulge in unmitigated approbation of Mr. 
Gladstone’s resolutions, though wishing perhaps that they had 
reviled as well as assailed. For the rest, there is the dance in 
fetters, and he will be adroit who quite prevents the clank. 

Neither seldom nor grudgingly have we avowed our con- 
viction of Mr, Gladstone's sincerity and our admiration of his 
genius, We are fully prepared to hear him deliver, in sup- 
port of his resolutions, one of those speeches which make an 
epcch in political history. It is but fair to say that sucha 
speech is demanded by the exigency of the occasion, and that 
less will not only be a disappointment to the nation, but an 
injury to the cause he advocates; for all that can be said 
against the Irish Church was said by Mr, Macaulay ¢o Mr. 
Gladstone years ago. Since that time the case of the Irish 
Church has, indeed, mended rather than become worse. Re- 
arrangements have prevented outward scandal, and 
there are no riots, and the sword is understood, not 
shown, The furious Irish firebrand clergy, whose decla- 
mations used to be the shame of decorous Churchmen, have 
nearly vanished, the few bellowing Orangemen who preserve 
the breed, are rather to be admired as specimens of a race than 
hunted down as animals of prey. Circumstances have altered 
the relative numbers of the religionists, and something also 
may now be taken into account as to the character and educa- 
tion of the respective bodies, There is therefore far less scope 
for mere oratory than there was five-and-twenty years ago. 
It will be for Mr. Gladstone to show, not only the necessity 
for passing resolutions for the destruction of the Irish Church, 
but for passing them at this moment. He will have to con- 
vince England and Scotland, not only that their own Pro- 
testant Establishments are in no danger—an easy task—but 
that Imperialism is making no hasty sacrifice to terrorism ; that 
the Government of 220,000,000 persons is not being urged to 
a small policy affecting a comparative handful ; and that the 
proposed blow, the most important that the reformed Parlia- 
ment has been called to strike, is demanded by the highest 
principles of statesmanship. That Mr, Gladstone will be 
equal to the occasion we doubt not. He knows his country- 
men and that they are neither bigots nor led astray by every 
wind of doctrine; that they are ready to hear reason, and, 
wien convinced, to act; but that, on a question involving the 
three great considerations—national pride, vested rights, and 
the interests of religion—they will look for a grand and 
broad but practical exposition of the reasons which at this 
moment induce Mr. Gladstone to sound the trumpets against 
the walls of the Irish Jericho, They must give no uncertain 
round,

REMBRANDT’S “PORTRAIT OF AN OLD WOMAN.” 


Berore the additions made last year, our National Gallery was com- 
paratively rich in works by Rembrandt ; ze the wonderful portrait 
we have engraved can scarcely be considered less welcome on that 
account, Not to insist needlessly on the inestimable value of any 
genuine work of Rembrandt, it is in several respects a work of 

iar interest. For instance, it is the earliest picture by six years 
we have from the master’s hand : dated, as it is, 1634, it must have 
been painted when Rembrandt was only about twenty-seven or 
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twenty-eight. Bearing this fact in mind, our astonishment at the | 
painter’s genius must be considerably heightened. Extraordinary | 
as it will appear, this portrait presents at least as much evidence of 
matured, practised power as any of the later works. Magical 
chiaroscuro, matchless truth to nature, certainty of hand, which 
seemscomething almost more than human, and all that pre-eminently 
distinguishes the Dutch master, are here in perfection. It needed not 
the painter’s signature to authenticate the genuineness of this picture ; 
his sign manual is in every touch. However, opinions may differ 
respecting other works ascribed to him, there can be no possibility of |

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doubt in regard to thie. The extreme brilliancy of the handling is 
partly due to the comparative thinness and looseness of the exe- 
cution, and to somewhat of the character of a sketch being retained, 
For this reason it is especially valuable tothe student.

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT, 

‘Tae Legislature assembled this year ten days later in the spring 
than usual, compensation for the trouble of meeting in November 
being thus made, Since Feb. 13 nearly a fortnight’s holiday has 
been given, whilst Mr. Disraeli was being transformed into a Prime 
Minister; and, except once during the Irish debate, the sittings 
until this week have been abnormally short night afcer night. 
Nevertheless, the House of Commons has exhibited the most school- 
boy impatience for the Easter vacation, More than a fortnight 
in advance, a sage, grave member, who has been a working 
official, desired to know, amidst t most eager sympathy, 
when the recess was to commence; and when Mr. Dhraeli, 
in accents trembling with alarm, stated that he feared that he 
should have to ask the House to sit in Passion Week, there broke 
out a universal groan, as if extracted by physical pain; and it 
was followed by a loud chorus of “No! no!” ; though, to be sure, 
Mr. Gladstone shook his forefinger energetically, and cried out, 
“Yes! yes!” The Prime Minister, having greater fear of the House 
on this point than any other, checked his s and intimated re- 
consideration ; and, on a subsequent occasion, when arranging for 
the great debate, on the Irish Ch of next week, artfally offered 
that if it was concluded on the Friday in that week he would let 
the dear 8’ holiday commence from that date. Thus has been

HOUSE OF LORDS.—Monpar. 
_ The Non-Traders Bankrupt (Ireland) Bill was read the second 
time, 
THE LAW OF BANKRUPTCY, 

The Lord Chancellor moved the second reading of the Bankruptcy 
Acts Re Bill, the Bankruptcy Bill, and the Judgment Debtors 
Bill. The bills embodied the recommendations of an influential Com- 
mittee of the other House, and they consolidated the whole of the 
law on the subject. They abolished the law of imprisonment for 
debt so far as the creditor was concerned, but securities might be 
required from persons likely to abscond, or a debtor might be 
imprisoned by order of the . Provision was also made for the 
gradual abolition of the power of the county-court judges to im- 
prison, but power was given to attach a man’s wages to the amount 
of one fourth. Debtors might file a declaration of insolvency, and 
for a period of twenty-one days would be debarred from taking any 
further steps, in order that the creditors might have an opportunity 
to step in. After that there would be a proceeding analagous to the 
Scotch system of trusts over bankrupt estates, except that the 
services of an official assignee would be retained. With respect to 
he sary of a bankrupt, there would be no suspension of a 
certificate for more than three years, and that only in cases which 
were rigidly defined in the Act. In certain cases, and after a second 
bankruptcy, there would be the power to attach. after-acquired 
property. With to deeds of composition, a deed once en- 
rolled must be a judicial act of the court, and every creditor would 
be called upon to prove his debt in the usual way. No new courts 
or addition to the present judges would be pro) but the district 
courts would be gradually absorbed, and a concurrent jurisdiction 
given to the county courts, on which ultimately the whole of the 
bankruptcy business of the country would devolve. Ina the metro- 
polis the ss judges would be retained, and have not only a 
concurrent jurisdiction with the county courts, but would also sit as 
a court of appeal, - + to a further appeal in certain cases to the 
Court of Chancery. He was quite ready to refer the bills to a Select 
Committee. 

Lord Westbury and Lord Romilly criticised the provisions of the 
bills adversely. 

Lord Chelmsford said he believed that the alterations proposed 
would effect a great saving in expense, and at the same time 
establish the only system that could be effective and satisfactory. 

The bills were then severally read the second time.

2. That, subject to the foregoing consideration, it is expedient to prevent 
the creation of new personal interests by the exercise of any public patronage, 
and to confine the operations of the Ecclesiastical Commissioners of Ireland 
to objects of immediate necessity, or involving individual rights, pending the 
final decision of Parliament. " 

3. That a humble address be presented to her Majesty, humbly praying 
that, with a view to the purposes aforesaid, her Majesty will be graciously 
pleased to place at the disposal of Parliament her interest in the temporalities 
of the archbishoprics, bishoprics, and other ecclesiastical dignities and 
benefices in Lreland, and in the custody thereof. 


The right hon. gentleman added that if the Government were 
unable, owing to the pressure of public business, to give him any 
facilities for Tingling on his motion, he would endeavour to move 
it on Friday as an amendment to going into Committee of Supply.

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SITE OF THE FOREIGN SETTLEMENT CONCEDED AT HIOGO, NEAR OSACA, 


THE opening, on the first day of this year, of the port of Hiogo and 
city of Osaca, in Japan, to the commerce of all civilised nations, was 
related two or three weeks ago, when we published a view of Hiogo, 
with some account of that place. It is situated in the island of 
Niphon, the principal island of the Japanese empire, and upon the 
shore of the Tsuwa Nada, or Inland Sea, which lies between Niphon 
and its sister islands, Sikok and Kiu-Siu, pretty much as St. George's 
Channel lies between Great Britain and Ireland. Osaca, though not 
so large a city as Jeddo, on the east coast of Niphon, is really the 
political and social metropolis of the empire, being the residence of 
the Tycoon or Shio-goun, and of the most powerful daimios or 
feudal princes, The British, French, American, and other foreign 
merchants, who have been restricted, hitherto, for the most part, to 
Yokohama, a suburb of Jeddo, and to Nagasaki, where the old Dutch 
settlement was formed, will now be allowed to reside at Osaca ; and a 
convenient site has been granted to them forthe erection of wharvesand | 
warehouses in the port of Hiogo. This site is a flat, sandy piece of 
land, about 100 acres in extent, which is already divided into lots | 
for sale by auction, and protected by the flags of the different | 
European Consuls, Behind the level ground, upon which the town | 
of Hiogo is built, is a range of volcanic hills, the highest about | 
1700 ft,, which are partially covered, towards their summits, with |

“ Osaca, the Japanese city which has just been opened to the 
civilised world, is situated on the N.E. side of the gulf of that name, 
the extreme easternmost limit of the beautiful inland sea, Osaca 
having no port of its own, the water shoaling out some considerable 
distance, that of Hiogo, on the N.W. side of the gulf, distant about 
ten miles from Osaca, has been selected as the most suitable for the 
wants of commerce, The two bays of Hiogo and Corbé, in juxta- 
position, afford excellent anchorage for small and medium-sized 
vessels, together with a fine outer anchorage, in which the largest fleet 
in the world might safely be moored. The Ist of January, 1868, 
was fixed by treaty as the day on which this port was to be ones; 
consequently a fine assemblage of men-of-war, principally English 
and American, met a few days before, to celebrate and give éclat 
to the event with their festive salutes, The British squadron, under 
Sir Harry Keppel, K.C.B., lay moored in two lines, and comprised 
the following ships :—Rodney (flagship), Ocean, Basilisk, Rinaldo, 
Rattler, Cormorant, Sylvia, Serpent, Adventure, Salamis, Manilla, 
and gun-boat Snap ; the American ships, four in number, lay inshore 
of the Britishers. At eight a.m, the ships dressed with masthead flags, 
hoisting the Japanese ensign at the main mastheads; and at noon a 





salutipg the various diplomatic flags which had taken up their 

uarters in Qsaca and Hiogo, The first of the accompanying 
sketches gives a view of the site of the new settlement from the 
anchorage, the foreground being occupied by a sea wall and dock in 
course of construction, together with some official residences, which 
are rapidly being built. The other view is taken from an elevation 
of about 700ft., in the neighbourhood of a very fine waterfall, 
distant about 24 miles from the town of Corb, The nearer and 
inner bay, with houses skirting it, is Corb? Bay, with its town; the 
further and outer one‘ being Hiogo Bay, with the town of that 
name.” 

: Since the date of the above letter, which was early in January, a

His Royal Highness landed in 
Tasmania on Jan. 7, and remained 
there until the 18th, He was re- 
ceived with the utmost enthu- 
siasm, On the 8th he laid the 
first stone of a cathedral at 
Hobart Town, to be dedicated to 
St. David, Archbishop and Con- 
fessor. On the 9th was held the 
annual regatta, celebrating the 
foundation of the colony. In the 
evening there was a state ball at 
the Townhall, attended by about 
1200 ladies and gentlemen. On 
the 10th the Duke drove to New 
Norfolk ; and from the 14th to the 
16th he was occupied with his 
visit to Launceston, driving 
seventy miles through a steady 
drizzling rain, but “never once 
relinquishing the ribbons,” and 
much pleased with his welcome 
all along the road. Here he 
turned the first sod of the Laun- 
ceston and Western Railway, and 
a magnificent state ball was given. 
The festivities at Hobart Town 
included a banquet given by the 
citizens to thecrew of the Galatea, 
a great cricket-match, and artil- 
lery prize-firing; a Royal concert, 
“by mm and a eral 
illumination and colonists’ ball on 
the night before the Prince quitted 
Tasmania. , 

We hear from Sydney that, “in 
anticipation of ince Alfred’s 
visit, a t deal of money was 
voted publicly and spent privately 
for the adornment of the public 
buildings, streets, houses, and 
persons of Sydney. A steam fleet 
of twenty-four splendid vessels 
went out, in two lines, on the 
morning of Feb, 21 to meet the 
yalatea, which steamed on through 
the harbour to her anchorage off 
Lady Macquarie’s Chair.

We have engraved a sketch of 
H.M.S8. Vigilant, despatch-boat, 
at anchor on the Seven-fathom 
Patch in the Red Sea, about twelve 
miles from Cape Shuldis, which 
is the nearest land. This is on 
the Abyssinian coast, near Am- 
phila, sixty or seventy miles below 
the entrance to Annesley Bay, 
The Vigilant is stationed here to 
ut pilots on board the transports 
rom Bombay or Aden bound fer 
Annesley Bay ; which, the naviga- 
tion being very intricate, is a most 
important duty. She is anchored

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“SOUTH SEA WHALING.” 


WHALE FISHERY, whether within the northern or southern seas, has 
so many elements of picturesqueness, alike in the excitement and 
peril of the employment, and in the strange; nay, the frequently 
magnificent glacial scenery in which it is pursued, that some sur- 
prise may be felt at incidents thereof not being more frequently 
chosen by our artists for depiction, As far as our recollection serves, 
there has been no picture or drawing of whaling in any of our public 
exhibitions. By a curious coincidence, however, there are two 
drawings of whale-fishing in the present exhibition at the Dudley 
Gallery—one by Mr. Soligsen, “ Within the Arctic Circle,” and the 
large, effective, and very meritorious work by Mr. Brier! y, 
which we have engraved. Appended to the title of the latter in 
the catalogue is a descriptive note which it is incumbent on us to 
give. “The picture,” says Mr. Brierl “ represents the ‘flurry’ 
or death struggle of the whale. This frequently occurs when it is 
nearly dead, when it makes a ya a rush to the surface, lashing 
the water wildly with fins and tail, and beating the sea into a great 
sheet of foam, The ‘lowholes become choked with blood, which is 
driven up from the head in two great spouts; not unfrequently the 
whale in his flurry rises in the midst of the boats, when a scene 
of the wildest commotion ensues; loud shouts from the men, 
‘Stern all; stern! Lay off! Lay off!’ every boat trying to keep 
clear of the whale as he circles Smeeceeey round, striking the 
water rapid blows with his tremendous tail, and occasioning the 
dang«r of instant destruction to men and boats. The whale is the 
whalebone or black whale (Mysticetus) of the southern seas.” We 
may add that the fishery of the spermaceti whale, or cachalot

were enabled on several occasions to bring up rapidly large bodies of 
troops at very critical moments. Having had a gymnastic training, 
the British soldier will be enabled to cover 1000 or more yards at a 
rapid pace, and yet be in good wind and use his rifle and bayonet 
efficiently. 

The soldiers’ recreation-room and reading-room, in the per- 
manent barracks, are worthy of remark.

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NATIONAL EDUCATION. 


In accordance with the previous announcement, to which we referred 
last week, the new scheme of her Majesty’s Government for pro- 
moting the elementary education of the labouring classes was 
explained, on Tuesday, in the House of Lords, by the Duke of 
Marlborough, Lord President of the Privy Council. We shall here 
give a concise account of its most important features, compared with 
the existing system administered by the Committee of Council on 
Education, which has already undergone some modifications and 
extensions, but is found no longer sufficient for its purpose. It is 
now proposed to supersede the Committee of Council, established in 
1839, by creating a Secretary of State for Education. But, with 

to the working of this department, in connection with the 
voluntary efforts of religious associations and others disposed to 
provide schools, the Government plans are not of a revolutionary 
character. “Our task is,” says the President of the Council, “to 
survey what has been done, to consider the interests already involved, 
and to found a national system upon what has already been 
accomplished,” 

Any attempt at an historical retrospect, showing the growth of 
the present system in the last thirty years, would take up too much 
of our space.

The total number of schools inspected throughout Great 
Britain, in the 1866, was 13,586, with 1,287,604 children present 
at the 2. but with an average attendance of 1,082,055 
children. were 11,871 certificated teachers, 1040 assistant 
teachers, and 10,955 pupil-teachers, The number of schools, how- 
ever, which actually received assistance in the form of annual 
grants was only 8303. Deducting those in Scotland, we have 6674 
schools in England and Wales partly maintained by the State, 
and ly by voluntary subscriptions, and by the school-pence of 
the duldien, which two sources of income last mentioned supply, in 
conjunction, about two thirds of the cost of maintenance of the 
schools. Their joint amount in 1867 is stated by the Duke of Marl- 
borough to have been £856,367, while the amount of the annual

The present system of annual maintenance grants, as fixed by the 
Revised Code of 1861, differs essentially from that which prevailed 
before. It is strongly disapproved by most of the inspectors of 
schools and by many other zealous and enlightened friends of 
popular education, including Sir James Kay Shuttleworth, who find 
a positive deterioration in the quality of the school instruction since 
it was introduced. The higher branches of study, grammar, history, 
and geography are now generally neglected; and there is less 
intellectual emulation among the scholars, On the other hand, a 
much greater proportion are taught to read and write; but in 
arithmetic they often fail to come up to the mark. The intention of 
the Revised was to take the three Rs, as they have been 
humorously called (reading, =e and ’rithmetic), for the rough 
tests of elementary instruction. The children are now personally 
examined by the inspectors, to test their proficiency, according to 
six successive standards, and the amount of money ted to the 
school for that year is computed at so mucha head. This is the 
system of “payment for results,” which is interpreted by an ex- 
tremely a set of regulations, but is perfectly consistent. 
The Duke of Marlborough proposes to give it the force and per- 
petuity of an Act of Parliament, so that it may not be altered here- 
after at the discretion of a Minister. It is obvious that the 
managers of schools will always have it quite in their power 
to make their own regulations providing for a higher 
standard of instruction. They need not content themsel 
nor should the schoolmaster content himself with mere reading an 
writing and the multiplication table. These, or little more, are the 
required attainments of the regular scholars to entitle the school to 
the full allowance of 8s, a head and to the 1s. 4d. for passing the 
examination, over and above the 4s, a head for the average number 
attending, and the allowances for evening schools. But there is 
nothing to their learning more, The minute of February, 
1867, whieh offers the additional fee of 1s. 4d. a head for each 
scholar passing his examination in reading, writing, and ciphering, 
expressly demands that the school instruction shall not be limited to 
those subjects, The inspectors are to use their influence for the 
encouragement of a higher kind of teaching. It may be suspected, 
however, that the promoters of Church schools and of other 
denominational schools are sometimes not very eager to improve 
the quality of the secular instruction, Their chief object is, naturally 
enough, to secure the inculcation of their own particular religious 
doctrines. In order to obtain the pecuniary aid of the State for this 
object, they will take care, under the Revised Code, to have the 
children taught reading and writing. But it is to schools of a 
different character, such as the borough or district schools, to be

We conversed together for 
many hours, and our intercourse was most gratifying and satis- 
factory. The Prince accompanied me in the afternoon to a parade 
of my troops, after which himself and his army escorted me to the 
Prince's own tent, where the Prince entertained me till night, He 
has promised to arrange for the supply of necessaries to our army.

1, Chemical combinations are the result of the combination of two 
metals, which unite with great energy and evolution of heat, pro- 
ducing an alloy, the chemical and physical properties of which can- 
not be foreseen—e.g., if to melted tin, lead, or zinc, gold be added,

Archwologn of the Month.

SoME interesting specimens of early English porc®lain have been 
discovered at Bow, on the site, hitherto lost, of a manufactory, now 
the new Patent Safety-Match Works. The specimens are stated by 
Mr. Trenham Reeks, of the Museum of Practical Geology, to be 
* which exist on some perfect specimens in our collections, 
but of hitherto unknown man’ ture.” Bow porcelain is supposed 
to be coeval with that of Chelsea, and the paste is in general quite as 
white and soft. A bee embossed or painted is stated to have been 
one of the marks, but the only undoubted mark is a triangle. Bow 
porcelain is lighter than Chelsea, and is more rare, so that the above 
i is interesting in the history of English art. We remember 
to have possessed a small Bow mug, with a pink ground, and a whole- 
— female figure in a theatrical costume, clever in drawing. 

e treasure-trove of 7000 coins from Highbury has been 
exhibited to the London and Middlesex Archzological Society by 
Mr. Brogden, with a plan of the locality and other particulars 

ating to its discovery. It mainly consists of silver pennies 
of the time of Edward a II., and II1., and subsequent reigns, from 
the Mints of London, York, Canterbury, Bristol, Lincoln, &c. ; also, 
an amber rosary, various objects in silver, and other ornaments, ard 
a piece constructed for holding the sacramental wafer. At the same 
meeting, Mr. B. Clarke remarked on the site where the Roman sar- 
cophagus was recently discovered at ; that near the wooded 
heights above Walthamstow are the remains of a British encamp- 
ment, a relic of the time when Boadicea, with her two daughters, 
mustered her forces and marched from Walthamstow to London. 

Temple Bar has been surveyed by the City architect, who “ found 
it to be perfectly sound.” “It has suffered at various times from 
settlement,” and the only further settlement apprehended is that the 
Bar shall be taken down. Its oft-told history is neatly narrated in 
a small quarto, “Temple Bar: The City Golgotha,” by a member 
of the Inner Temple, with two clever illustrations, published in 1853, 

Why the grand banquet-room of the Mansion House, just re- 
embellished, is called “the Egyptian Hall”’ has puzzled many a 
visitor to the City palace, seeing that it is totally devoid of the 


characteristic features of the architecture of Egypt. [The Egyptian 
— in Piccadilly, and a smaller structure in Wel -street, are in 
sin 


le features and details the only specimens of Egyptian 
tecture in London. The latter was, as originally erected, 
the most correct in character, but has since been almost 
spoiled.} The usual statement is that the Mansion House 
hall was named from its original construction, exactly correspondin 
with the Egyptian hali described by Vitruvius. But Mr. 
Venables, in a communication to the Builder, corrects the misnomer. 
In Vitruvius, “ De Architectura, lib. vi., c. 5, g. 31, are described 
two kinds of halls, the Corinthian and Egyptian. ‘The former is 
stated to have asingle row of columns, supporting an architrave and 
cornice, with a vaunted roof of elliptical form springing from them, 
The latter, or Egyptian hall, has a second row of columns, one 
part less, placed vertically above the lower row, with a deco- 
rated flat ceiling supported on the entablature of the upper order, 
Now, the Mansion House room corresponds exactly to the Corinthian 
hall as described by Vitruvius; when originally built, it was half as 
high again as it is now, and had a second tier of three quarter com- 
ey columns, with oblong windows between and a flat ceiling. 

e design, as erected by Dance, was in exact accordance with the 
description by Vitruvius. When this upper story was taken down 
we are not aware ; it a in the view in Strype’s ‘‘ Stow,” 1754. 

Crosby Hall, perhaps the finest specimens of olden domestic archi- 
tecture in the metropolis, has had many escapes from demolition, 
The banqueting-room has just been restored to its original purpose, 
and is opened as a public dining establishment; although grilling 
chops and steaks in the hal] and the throne-room, and serving 
luncheons and refreshments in the council-chamber, hardly savour of 
medieval times. The repairs and restorations have been carried out 
under architects’ supervision, and the decorations and stained glass 
are from authorities.

At the Archeological Institute, on the 6th inst., the proceedings 
were of rare antiquarian interest. Mr. R. H, 8. Smith read some 
notes on the Tresor de Petrossa, which consists of twelve pieces of 
ancient goldsmiths’ work, found buried in the village of Petrossa, in 
Roumania, These pieces (now to be seen at the South Kensington 
Museum) are a large salver and ewer, a bowl, two double-handled 
vases or cups, a gorget, four fibula, and two neck-rings (the latter
